This firm still existed in 186), for 1 find its 
imprint on The Plantation, a qnerterly magazine 
edited by the late Joseph A. Turver, of Putnam 
county. When Mr, Derby gave up business on his 
own account aud went in, with the Appletons, 
he stil kept a kindiy eye on the south 
During the war, when some northera publishing 
firm got holdof one of Miss Augusta Evans’s novels 
printed on this side of theline, Mr Derby managed 
to convince the gentlemen who composed it that 
they ought to lay aside a ten er cent royalty for 
the author, to be paid to her when the trouble was 
over. Thus it happened that when Miss Evans 
went vuorth immediately after the surrender she 
found that a!l herinterests had been looked after 
by this gentle-heartea book man, She feund,more 
over, quite a comfortable sumto hercredit as a 
result of his thoughtfulness. Mr. Derby's book 
will be called, ‘Fifty Years with Authors, Pub)ish- 
ers and Booksel!ers.’’ 
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You will search in vain in Mark Tiwain’s latest

He may then apply to 
Stationer’s Hail fora copyright, end he will get it. 
It is only technical copyright, to be sure, 
but it would cost an English pub- 
iisher Aa considerable amount to prove 
itso. If lam uot mistaken, the experiment was 
first tried with a book by a Georgia writer, and it 
was successful. The London publishers recognized 
it as a good technical copyright to invalidate whica 
would require cosily titiggtiou. But, iu the mean- 
time, ‘he Brilish tutbor can get no copyright on 
thisside, andifbe doesn’t fall into the hands of 
one class of pirates, he will fall into the hands of 
auother class. The whole situation is 
a diwrace to ‘both countries If the 
publishers waut protection as to publishing, let 
them move forit, but there is no reason why their 
greed should de‘eatiuternational copyright Ifi-s f- 
tousay, however, thai congressmen know liltie and 
cares less about the copymght business.

ITHE PROFESSOR A 


WHAT HE HAS LEARNED FROM A 
STUDY OF THE DUTCH. 


The Religious and Race Antipathies Which Divide 
Holand and Belgium—Driving’ the Duteh Out 
of Belgium—The Annoyances in Trav- 
eling Trough Small Countrics, 


In a formerletter I have spoken of the Datch 
industry 10 the varied manifestations under which 
it meets the eve of the traveler. All are employed 
and a beggar is seldom seen. The couutry is farmed 
with a system and neatness unequaled elsewhere, 
and the patience aud untiring evergy of the gen 
uine Fleming cannot fail to elicit our highest 
adniiration. But crossing the Belgian frontier we 
begin to be impressed with the difference between 
the two little countries which t3e gceat powers, 
afterthe downfall of Napoleoa, triei to compress 
and solidify into ore nation, the uatted Nether- 
lands, which was. to bea bulwark ezainst French 
aggression towards the north. No countries in 
Europe afford more piriking examples than the 
Netherlands, of the rithlessness of the policy par- 
sued by the great powers ia disregirding the rights 
of the weecker peoples’, wile changing th? pouill 
cal map of Furspe t6 Sait their oWa ilierests. 

Religious aud rac2 autipathies are usually 
hiigmented by such forced unions, aud the Nether- 
lands proved no exception to the rule. Even vas 
silage, or the complete sudjec:ion of the one race 
to the ather, hardly engenders such bitter animos 
ities between the con4qnered and the conq'10r, &s 
the outside force which compza2is hostile or, at least, 
autagonistic, politicial elements to live under a 
common government, Holland had for centuries 
beexa buiwark of Protestantism while Belgium 
was as intensely Catholic. Duriog! the same period 
Holland had steadily maintained its independence, 
whiie Belgium was trodded uudér the iron heel of 
the infamous duke of Alva and his Spaniards. 

Sometimes under Spain, then dismembered by 
France, and loag a provines of Austria; having 
three languages, the vermiculars of as many races, 
wi,hin the compass of a t2rritory avout one-eigaoth 
of that of Georzia,—it se?>m: hirily more than we 
should expect if the Belgians became denational- 
ized and were iacited iato fierce parti:m riots and 
iusurrections. Balgium, though nearly doubling 
Holland in population, had little of the national 
spirit which cuaractcrized the latter country, and 
her long subjection to Spaiu and afterwards to 
Austria, had infused into her people much of the

-monarchical spirit of those lands, a split totally 


unknown tothe free burghers of indepeudent Hol 
land Therefore while the latter country during 
the sixteeuth, seventeenth and eis hteenth centuries 
was playing a leading role in the politics of Europe 
and in European colonial affairs, Belgiam was the 
supine tool of the two least progressive of the great 
continental nations. While Van Tromp and De 
Ruyter and other naval commanders, were Carry- 
ing Dutcharms and commerce to every part of the 
globe, Belgium was passing through thecrucible of 
the inquisition to havethe very seeds of Potestant- 
ism removed from her bounds, 

The forced union with Holland oaly lasted about 
fifteen years when one of those -Parisian revolu- 
tions—that of 1830—wh’ch have so often, in the last 
-eutury, set all Europe in a biaze. spread inio Bel- 
gium,and the population rose against the Duteh 
garrisousin Brusssis and elsewhere, and drove them 
out of a rreat part of the couutry, and Prince L2o- 
p ld, of Saxe Coburg, was called, or rather was 
appointed by the powers, to the throne of Belgium 
which the ;oresaid powers at the Londor (9: fer- 
ence had solemniy seperated from Holland as 
solemnly as they had or rather had 
clamped the two couutries together a few years 
But the stubborn Dutch were tod stupid 
to recogaize the right of these foreiga nation, and 
king makers, and seat an army » the country 
which would speedily have brought the Belgians 
back to their allegiance had not France and Eng- 
land enforced the decree of the London conference 
with something more potent than paper laws. Their 
fleets and armies finally drove the Dutch out of 
Antwerp and lefs Leopold to sit upon the throne 
which he owed to foreign powers. 


attached, 
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There is much that is similarin the fortunes of 
Leopold, of Belgium, and ‘tho, of Greece. Both 
were Germans and foreigners in the countries 
which they were called to rule. Both were appoint- 
el by foreign powers and nearly at the same time 
Both eneountered fierce opposition from their 
subjects,one by attempting to abridge the privileg- 
esof the all-domiuant Belgium esergy;tae other by 
withholding the constitution and representation 
which had been promised to the Greeks. 

The two kings much resembled each other in 
their character for honesty and integrity of personal 
administration, and their reigns ended at periods 
nnt far distant from each other. But the mkuoner 
in which their respective reigns closed was very 
dissimilar. Leopold had triumphed over the op 
position of his subjects, and bya conciliatory 
policy had won thrirc love, and dyiag, bequeathel 
the throne to his eldest son. Otho, on the contrary, 
even alter a constitution had been wrung from his 
unwilliug hands, continued still for eighteen years 
to execi-e his royal prerogative in appointing his 
advisers aud chief officers, and these, in spite of 
the remonstrances of his subjec 's, were taken from 
the king’s native land. Tous ian Athens the strange 
spectacle was presented ofa government car.ied on 
by a foreign ministry, and an armg iu large part 
commanded by officers who coaid not, in many 
cases, speak the language of the troops over whom 
they were appointed. The end was not difficalt to 
foresee; though Otho subbornly ‘‘foughtit out on 
that line,’ yet with the voice of the nation against 
him, he was ultimately compelled to yield his 
throne after nearly atbicd of a century, and return 
to his native land. But the character of personal 
liberty in the two countries is widely different. In 
Greece the property qualification is not required 
for an elector, but in B-Igium the voter for repre- 
sentatives in the national congress, must be a 
holder ot property which pays an annual tax of aot 
less than eight American dollars. Therefore the 
number of cilizens in Belgium is quite limited, 
being only about one elector for every fifiy of the 
inhabitants. Although the government has done 
its utmost for popular education, yet fully one-half 
the people can neither read nor write, while in 
Greece, the eagerness with which the people, with- 
out a compulsory system, seek ai.er intellectual 
culture is truly wonderful. 


One of the nuisances to which the traveler is 
often subjected in traveling through these little 
countries is the custom house formality. We were 
stopped at Aeschen and did penance by au houror 
two of waiting, late at night, for entering Be'gian 
territory, luckily we had little to examine, only 
valises, and I had noteven that much, since my 
valise had been lost in Scotland an! was then, as I 
learned afterwards on a pleasant trip through the 
highlands. I had no very ple:sant memories of 
Ae-chen for I was stopped there once in 1873, and 
a large trunk or two, as well as some smaller bag: 
gage, was ransacked asd I had to repack them in 
a few minutes before the train started. Blessed is 
the man whoislightly accoutred when traveling 
on the continent. From thir y to fifty pounds of 
begzage is the usual amount allowed to go free, 
though sometimes the limit of eighty pounds is 
permitted. Forall above the regulation amount 
an extra fee is cha’g2d and if the trunk goes onan 
express train with the traveler it will ofi.en cost him 
as much as his own feir, 

We reached Antwerp ‘ate at night, but had no 
little difficulty in fiuding lodgi. gs. The hotels 
were crowded and very many foreigners were in 
the city. We finally stopped at. the hotel de 
l'Europe. We hada plaia supper, lodging, and 
break/ast. A’ plaia dealing American would ésup- 
pose that it would be no difficult matter for a hotel 
proprietor to make out his bill of charges for such 
accommodatinns, especially when a round sum, 
tout compris, as the French say, bad been prev-

To me Antwerp’schief aitraciion is its connee'ion 
with Rubens, Van Dyck, and others af the great 
Dutch painters. Here was Rubens’ home, and the 
house in which he lived is Dow @ private gallery 
and one of the best in central or in northern 
Europe. Quite a number of the pictures are from 
Rubens’ own hand, while most of the early Dateh 
masters are also repressiited hero, Bat the my scum 
of Antwerp is the great senaie of the old Fi mish 
masters, It contains about six hundred and fifty 
paintings mostly of the Du'ch school, aud is the 
best gallery north of the Alps, the Louvre perhaps 
excepted. Although the number of pictures does 
notcqual that of the Berlina, or of the Dresden 
gallery, yet there are fewer inferior paintings than 
are to be found in any of the other great galleries 
of the porth, and the aryergemeat of the Antwerp 
Colléctioa is perhaps u. surpassed. 

Bat the most famous picturé in Antwe rp ig 
Rubens’ *Descant from the Cruss,”’ which isin the 
cathedral and can o ily he seen after midday, Many 
a reader will remember the torrowivug faces of the 
Marys, and the quict face of Joseph, but above g)! 
the syspathizing countenance of Bt, Jebn, really 
the finest in the picture. Quite a crowd were seated 
in the cathedral before the patuting waiting forthe 
cover to bo removed. Among them was an Amert. 
can from Wisconsin or Michigan, who wes ewegy. 
ing in not altogether soto tone at, or rather about, 
the doorkeeper who had taken a ten-frane pic ea

The other pictures iu the cathedral, amoug them 
Rubens’ ‘‘Elevation of the Cruss.”’ are to be seen 
free of charge, but the Descent is famous and the 
custodians are aware that they cau mate money 
out of its exhibitioa, As far as I could judge the 
picture is Lot nearly so well preserved as many 
Oider paintings to be found in ltaly, though the 
humidity cf the atmosphere in the low/countiles 
may bein part responsible for the damage.

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ATLANTA MUS!‘ GO FORWARD.” 

We print this mo:ning an article from 

Mayor Goodwin, on the subject of the pro- 
posed reduction of city taxes. 
It is useless to discuss the details with May- 
or Goodwin, Mr. 
entirely wrong with regard to the schools, 
and that $52,000 will not sufficient to 
maintain them. As to the streets, they need 
allthe’money that can be given them,and then 
they willmot have balf enough. So of the 
water works, and That the 
city can exist on 1's tax rate, is not to be de- 
nied. Itcan existen 1 per cent tax rate, 
But it cannot maintain its growth and carry 
out its improvements, if the tax rate is re- 
duced, It will be next to fatal in our opin- 
ion, to set the precedent of catting down the 
tax rate and thus narrowisg our public 
policy, when our city is in its formative 
state. ; 

Investigation has but confirmed our opin- 
ion that the people do not want this reduc- 
tion; that the property owners are opposed 
to it, and that the situation does not warrant 
it. 

Within the limits of the city are five great 
sewers, fed from scores of smaller sewers, that 
discharge their poisonous matter into broad 
levels flanking thick settlements, This mat- 
ter, drifting slowly alonz, caught here and 
there in pvols, breeds disease anddeath. The 
council has advanced these sewers a short dis- 
tance each year, going aiways to the limit of 
its money. They have been projected from 
one neighborhood only to infect another. 
Last year the work was stopped for the lack 
of money. These sewers should be carried 
beyond the city limits. 

Within one hundred yards of Tus ConsTI 
TUTION Office, as we write, wagons are literally 
up tothe hubin mud. Part of Ellis street, 
in a quarter mile of the depot, is literaily im- 
passable. There are mot over six miles of 
good streets in Atlanta out of 150 miles of 
streets, and not twenty miles of side 
walks out of 300 miles or more. Here is 
where money is needed. 

Tus Constitution has often felt the public 
pulse on public questions. Never have we 
found opinion s9 unanimous as if is on this 
issue, It may be said that most of the citi- 
zens we quoted are large property owners. 
So they are. They are men, too, who live on 
paved streets with brick sidewalks, bright 
and frequent lamps, and have their houses 
insured, their children at private schools, and 
really do not actually need the improvements 
When the people who live on impassable 
streets, with slippery clay sidewalks, lit by 
infrequent oil lamps, who depend on the fire 
department for protection of their houses, 
and whose children, crowded out of public 
schools, stay at home in id!eness, are heard 
from, the protest against the reduction will 
be even more earnest. The men who pay the 
buik of the taxes are the men who need pub 
lic improvements least. It is the small prop- 
erty owner who is most vitally interested in 
maintaining a good tax rate. 

If we were to put the members of the coun: 
cil of ’8% on the stand they would testify tffat | 
they put Uff a hundred petitions for appro- 
priations, legitimate, meritorious and press- 
ing, simply because there was no money to do 
the work with. 

We believe the council will overwhelming- 
ly reject the proposition to lower the tax rate, 
because to lowef it will cripple thecity. in 
Saturdav’s ConsTITUTION six of the council- 
men deciared themselves squarely opposed to 
such a course, viz: Messrs. Mecaslin, Mickle- 
berry, Day, Haiman, Longley and McA ffee. 
Messrs. Gray and Mangum were doubtful; 
Messrs. Healy, Dunning and Mahoney favor- 
ed the reduction. To-day we add Alderman 
Stockdell, who is opposed to the reduction. 
This makes seven councilmen opposed to 
pinching the revenue. It is said Mr. Van 
Wiakle,who is absent, is certainiy opposed to 
it. This makes eight votes, a majority of the 
council. We believe Messrs. Gray and Mang- 
um, who are not yet decided, will vote 
against it after investigation, and 
that Messrs. Cooper and Kutz, 
the remaining absent members, will vote 
azgainstit. We believe that at least ten coun- 
ciimen of the fifteen will vote against it. 

What the people want, isarigid economy 
in public works and public departments, and 
a judicious expenditure of the public meney. 
Ifthe money is spent wisely and honestly, 
they will not complain at paying the moder- 
ate tax that is now levied. The precedent of 
pinching the depsariments, crippling the 
public work, and cutting down the revenue, 
is a dangerous one, and ought noi to be 
thought of for ten years tocome. Atlanta is 
a great city, but her growth may be retarded 
and her future endangered by a short-sighted 
policy.

A legacy of unthrift is a thousand 
times worse than no legacy, and there can be 
no thrift where the farmers flout their own 
sun and soil in orderto buy, at extravagant 
prices, the products of the west. 

The farmer who manages his business with 


plantation supplies, as cheaply as he can 
raise them,even if he can buy corn attwenty- 
five cents a bushel and meat at 
six cents; and the secret of 
this isthat he can, by good management, 
produce his own supplies for what it will cost 
to haul them from the west to his door. 
When he buys them he not only pays the 
cost of production and the cost of transporta- 
tion, but he pays the western farmer a con- 
siderable profit. ; 

We may seem to be gatiing away from our 
homily on small grain, but not very far. 
Small grain is adefinite partof a farmer's 


apt to be independent in various other direc- 
tions. The farmers who read Tar Constitu- 
TION will have plenty of time to plant spring 
wheat and cats, but THe Consrirurion will 
have no time to hammer at the matter every 
day.. We want to gee every Georgian happy 
in his own home and on his own land, but 
there can be no bappiness where there is no 
thrift, and there can be no thrift where a 
farmer depends on agencies thousands of 
miles away to produce his supplies.

WORK DONE BY THE GAT® CITY 
PLANING MILL AND LUMBER CO. 


Handling Nearly 4,000,C00 Peet of Lumber—A Great 
Undertaking Made a Suecess in the Face of 
A@versity—A New Factory to be Erected 
~An Investment of 840,000. 


Peopic who do not go the rounds can form no 
adequate idea of the important enterprises every 
day going up in the outskirts of the city. It is 
safe tosay that nine-tenths of Aitlanta’s popula 
tion bas no knowledge of the work done in the 
suburbs within the past year, Factoriesand mills 
of different kinds sprung up almost within a day, 
and have gone abroad and worked up a. business 
tiat proves profitable to the preprietors, and 
which helps largely the general trade of the city.

These 
were thought to be adequate for the trade for sev- 
eral years. In the year closiugin November they 
handled $3 660 000 feet of lumber, and this year 
wili work over 5.000.000 feet. ‘This will give’an 
idea of the extent of the business, which amounted 
to over $100 000 the first year, and which will go be- 
yond $150,000 this year. 

The company has attained this success in the face 
of every disadvantage. A little over 
a year ago the jreigaot on lumber 
was $23 per car, and there was almost no 
profit in the face of such a rate. They handleda 
number of cars audit scarcely paid the freight. 
But this wasnot all: the lumber business in Al- 
janta had been terribly cut into by opposition 
dealers and the margin of profit reduced the mint- 
mum. 

Itisa well known fact that the greatest cost in 
lumber dealing is the handiing. Mr. T J. Youmaus, 
the general manager, and ove of the directors in 
the company, a your g man of rare intelligence and 
business capacity, set about to conquer every ob- 
stac.e in the way of success. Every member of the 
company was sick of the prospect, and advised him 
to withdraw from the field and give Atlanta up as 
a bad lumber market. ButMr. Youmans held on 
with a tenacity of purpose as strong as it was saga- 
eious. His first energies were direcied towards se- 
curing from the railroad a ggore acceptable freight 
rate. Aftera long and tiré)me work with the offi- 
cials he succeeded in getting the rate down to $16 per 
ear, thus benefitting his own interests as well as 
those of every other dealer in the ciry, 

The next thing was to facilitatethe handilng of 
lumberin the yard. Mr. Youmans gave the matter 
the closest study, thinkingover it at night while 
lyivgin bed. He fiually caught on toa system of 
railroad tracks, and at, once put the plan iuto prac- 
tical development. He put in over 2,000 feet of **T”’ 
raile, running them from the cars to defferent parts 
ofthe yard. Thus much in explanation of Mr. 
Youmaus’s work, which entitles him to the high 
_posiiiou he holds in the cou fidence 
and esteem of the othermembers of the company. 
4e has been the ruling spirit in the success of the 
plant. Coming to Atlanta a total staanger, and 
having to build up a trade with oaly his own efforts 
to aid him, with everything possible in the way of 
success, his work is all the more io be commended. 
The present status of the planing mill is that it has 
more orders than it can fill, and will soon be 
increased by other machinery in order 
to supply the demand daily growing greater. 

Yesterday a CONSTITUTION reprerentative called 
at the miliand wus shown through the entire es- 
tablishment by Mr. Youmans, ‘ihe planing mill 
proper isa wooden structure, 100x120 feet, fitted 
with the best machinery, and protected from fire 
by asystem of barrels, steam pumps and hose, 
which makes it entirely sufe. The shavings 
are kept closely cleaned away, thus reducing the 
dunger from fireto a minimum. The yard is a 
model of convenience every way. There are 1,000 
feet of railroad track running to the lumber piles, 
planing machines and dry kiius, There 
are eight flat cars used on these tracka, 
and it is littie or no trouble to 
handle lumber by this system. From the cars to 
the plauers it requires simply to be handled once. 
When the small flats are loaded they are run either 
directly to the planers oriatothe dry bilo, where 
the lumber is dried on the cars. Indeed, a more 
perfect system could not be devi-ed. 

It is no wonder, therefore that the Gate City 
plavuing mill and lumber compary is securirg such 
arush of business. Theysimply have every possi- 
ble advantage over their competitors, and are so 
situated that the prestige cannet be wrenched from 
them. 

‘‘Where do you get your lumber?’’ the reporter 
asked Mr, YOumans 

‘From south Georgia. We own and are con- 
nected with several large saw mills there, and bave 
no difficulty in getting all the lumber we want.’’

Where was Bain, where was the sheriff, where were 
the few good orderiy men they had seen in the 
crowd begging the boys to be peaceable and let the 
law takeits course. Where was Dick and when 
would he get to Rome, and what would Rome do 
when he/got there. Al) night long the tumuit con- 
tinued and drunken ruffiaus threw rocks and eggs 
and climbed up the outside stairs and cur-ed them 
through the keyhole. About daylight their num- 
bers seemed to be sensibly diminished,for the whis 
ky wasstill at work and had thrown them. The 
worst of them had surrendered and gone to-sleep. 
The next day was Sunday. The blessed light of 
the morning sun had peeped in at the grated win- 
dows and brought both hope and faith to the pris- 
ouers. They ventured to look out, and all was 
quiet, 
utgood men had not been idle and there} were 
good men around Ceuter. Ooe of them had senta 
fleet horse to Rome, and another had written to 
Judge Underwood, and Dickx* had arrived and 
sounded the toc-in of alarm and by 8 o’clock the 
judge had obtained a power of attorney from Col- 
ouel Shorter and Colonel Cothran and other gentle- 
men of weal'h and dignity, authorizing him to 
sign their names to any bonds for the relief of the 
prisoners, and then he and a few discreet friends 
hurried off with all speed to Center. We reached 
there about noon, and found the town occupied by 
asubdued but indignant crowd. It was Georzia 
against Alabama, and they were on the Alabams 
side, The kidnapping of Penix and the manner of 
it was an outrage not to be tolerated, and they were 
about to held an indignation meeting and pass 
some resolutions. Judge Underwood wasa man of 
commandiyg presence and large influence, and 
made a spe‘ch in the meeting and recited ali the 
facts, and read the documeuts from Charleston and 
the letter of Penix to the old Scotchman who had 
been his friend, and then he read them the law 
about the invisible cord, and when he got through 
there wasan evident change of sentiment among 
the law-abiding and peaceable citizéns.

But the big battle was yet to be fought and when 
the next court convened at Center, Judge Waiker 
was there to preside aud ail the able lawyers who 
rode on that circuit were there, and the yoemanry 
of the county were there, for thesefkidnapping cased 
had got notorious and great interest was felt in 
hem. Price and Gartrell and their counsel arrived 
about sundown on Sunday night and 
Judge Underwood, who was au intimate friend of 
Walker's, fuund welcome in the jadge’s room and 
gave him # history of the oase.- It was near mid 
night when they :etired, aud about iba: time there 
was heard a wild Comanche yell and a war whoop 
and defiant challenges from a crowd in the street,

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Tak HOT SPRINGS. 


AND THE LITTLE CITY THAT SUR- 
ROUNDS THEM. | 


The Queerest Town in the World—Churehes and 
Paro Banks Inextricably Mixed—A Bird's-Eye 
View of the Place-—The Ozark Moun-. 
tains—A Study of the Bath-Houses. 


From the New York Times. 

Hor Sruinos, Ark., January i5.—They 
have a story down here of a trapper traveling 
with bis boy Ike, who came unexpectedly 
upon the Hot Springs one day before there 
was any settlement. The boysawthe steam- 
ing water pouring from the rocks and wanted 
to stop and watch it. “No, go on, go on,” 


 gaid the old man; ‘‘don't stop here for your 


life; this place ain’t more than five miles 
from perdition!’’ Only he dida’t say perdi- 
tion; that isn't the Arkansaw name for it. If 
the trapper were to come here now and were 
to fall into the hands of any of the army of 
quack ductors and other sbarks who have 
pitched their tents here, he might possibly 
think he had covered the remaining five 
miles. The little city that has grown up 
around the springs is like no other place 
under thesun. Itis a great hospital, with 
the patients forever sunning themselves. on 
the sidewalks; it is a Valifornia mining town, 
with buiidings springing up at anight, and 


the music of hammers and saws ringing 


everywhere; it isa progressive yankee town 
in Massachusetts, with a good fire depart- 
ment, fine water-works, good city govern- 
ment, and a handsome brick operahouse; it is 
@ very religious piace, with a dozen or 
twenty churches of all denominations, twice 
as many ministers, and a great assortment of 
church fairs, sociables, and Bible societies; it 
is a paradise of gambiers, with 50 faro banks 
open dey and night, Sunday included; the 
moral tone of the place is kept up by a saloon 
to about every four inbabitants; it hasa little 
police force dressed exactly in the New York 


uniform; it has three or four brass bands that | 


seem to be playing day and night, and that 
make a specialty of being drawn through the 
principal streets in charicts every Sunday 
afternoon, playing ‘‘Tommy, make room for 
your uncle; it has street cars, gas-works, 
scores of electric lights, telephones, banks, 
daily newspapers, big hotels—all the attri- 
butes of civilization. It has 6,000 inhabitants 
and 6,000 or 5,000 visitors every year. There 
isa very heavy penalty for carryiog concealed 
weapons, yet every man is 4 walking arsenal. 
In the streets are cowboys, tramps, city men 
from nearly every big American city, crip- 
ples, Chinamen, gamobiers, Indians, and a 
choice assortment of the jaziest and most in- 
solent negroes that ever ornamented a south- 
ern town, It combines, in short, the charac- 
teristic of towns in New England, in Cali- 
fornia, in Texas, in Georgia, andin the free 
and enlightened commonwealth of Arkansaw 
It hasso many very good points, counteracted 
by so many very bad poinis, that it would be 
the easiest thing in the world to write it up 
as the banner town of America, or to write it 
down as the worst hole in the world. To take 
a middie course between these extremes and 
describe it jus! as it is, (which is what I shall 
try to do,) will be an undertaking of some 
magnitude. 

Asa natural wonder the Hot Springs de 
serve to rank with Niagara falis and the 
Mammoth cave No two people see these 
things alike; but to me to see 59 springs of 
hot water pouring forever ou! of the rocks is 
@ greater curiositythan tosee the Nisgarariver 
take its grand tumble. Tnere are other hot 
springs in America, but none to compare with 
these in magnitude or beat. They ali come 
out with asmalispace on the side of the 


Hot Springs mguntain, and in most of them 
7“ Witter 1s so hot thai a man would net care 


to dip his finger in it more than once. Any 
of the springs will cook an egg i° a very few 
minutes. People goacross the streets with 
their cans, til! them with water before break- 
fast, and return home and with this naturally 
hot water cook eggs, steep tea, and afterward 
wash the dishes. li is as pure and tasteless as 
any waterthat bubbles from the earth, and 
excellent for cooking. Atter bathing in it a 
short time, (but not less than two or three 
weeks), the buir seems more than naturally 
charged with eleciricity; and you can go tw 
any of the springs and drink giass after glass 
just as it comes out of the rock without the 
nausea that usually follows a draught of hot 
water. Butthese are the only indications 
that the Hot Springs water contains any 
medicinal properties whatever; for it is en- 
tirely tasteiess, and analyses have tailed to 
discover any minerals except such as are 
found in aii water. They have made the 
mistake here that is made ip most such places 
of putting buildings over nearly ali the 
springs—-for visitors iike to see the actual issu- 
ing of the water from*’the earth, But this 
can still be seen to some extent, for there are 
dozens of little outleis that are not counced, 
that pour their tiny steaming streams into 
the Hot Spring: creek. This creek runs en- 
tirely through the valley, through the main 
street, and iu piaces it is naturally walled 
with a curious biack stone that I can call 
nothing but burned rock. It has certainly 
been burned in a volcano, and not very long 


ago. Some of it is sof. enough to crumble in. 


the hand, and the marks of fire are still upon 
at. Through this black roek the little rivulets 
trickle into the creek, every one of them 
steaming; and | have gone out into the street 
early on a frosty morning, when the whole 
place looked :ike a vast tea-kettie, with steam 
rising everywhere. 


When nature got done making the Ozirk, 


mountains she seemsto have had a dozen 
littie mountiets of assoried sizes left over, and 
these she scattered about ‘kinder permiskus 
like,’ as an Arkansaw man would say. Two 
ofthem landed here together, one subse. 


quently being called the Hot Spring moun-. 


tain and the other the West mountain. There 
are plenty more in this immediate vicinity, 
if anybody is getting up acoliectionof moun- 
tains, but these two, running together at 
their bases, form the Hot Springs valley. All 
the hot springs are in the Hot Springs movn- 
tain, within a quarter of a mile of each other. 
There are springs in the West mountain, but 
they are ail cold. The two mountains are so 
close together you could stand on the summit 
of one and shoot a bird out ofa tree on the 
summit of the other—-provided you could 
shoot straight enough, and the bird wuuld ~it 
still, The valley between them is not more 
than a hundred feet wide, and through this 
runs the principal business street of .Hot 
Springs. ihe siores are all on one side of it, 
for the other side is the base of the Hot 
Springs mountain, which belongs to the 
overnment, and there is nothing on it but 
th-bouses. The streets curve around be- 
tween other mountains, nearly every street 
following the bed ofa creek, and they are 
spreading in every direction till the map of 
the city looks like a portrait of a drunken 
devil-Ash. The city being 708 feet above sea 
level, and the tops of the mountains about 
1,200 feet above that level, the mountains 
must be 600 feet high. Their sides run al- 
most straight up,particularly the West moun- 
tain. So the back yards of all the stores are 
slices of meuntain. I ate 50 cents’ worth of 
indigestion this eveningin a restaurant sit- 
ting by a back window that looked straight 
up the mountain side through a thick forest. 
ltien’teverywhere you can get mountain 
forest scenery served up with tough boiled 
ham. There are three darge hote!s—the 
Avenue, the Ariington, and the Waverly. 
The first two are about the size of the oid 
Long Branch hotels; the Waverly is not quite 
po.large, Then there sre haifa dozen hotels 
in the next sirata, as to size, aud below them 
about 50 where board can be had for $6 or $ 
or $10 a wi ex, werranted to kill or cure in 


one month. : : ; 
To an unprejudiced visitor it looks curicus 
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saw that’s worth powder enough to blow itup 
with, (I beg Arkansaw’s pardon.) But such 
is the case. There was a long lit'gation over 
it, | believe, and the government came ott 
on the top side, and now owns the mountain, 
and consequently all the Hot Springs. Tbe 
hath-houses bave to pay tribute, and so does 
the Arlington hotel, which is on the govern- 
ment reservation. The price of baths is con- 
sequently regulated in ashington, and no 
more than 30 cents a bath is allowed to be 
charged, besides which you haveto pay your 
darkey 15 cents for pretending to rub you 
down and prepare the tub, and furni-i: your 
own towels. The government is buiiding a 
military hospital on one corner of the moun- 
tain, and is arching over the Hot Springs 


preservation of its moyntain. The -mpres- 
sign is very general in Hot Springs that the 
hospitalis to be for the thousands of sick 
trauips who come here from everywhere, but 
this is a little mistake. The work of arching 
over the creek upsets the main street terribly, 
and makes the whole place look out of trim, 
buta few months more will see it finished, 
(with the aid of another appropriation) and 
then there will be a fine wide street running 
through the heart of the city. The place has 
grown so rapidiy—nearly all the buildings 
being of frame—that houses were erected on 
hilltops and in deep valleys, without regard 
The city shavesoff the hills and 
filis up the valleys of new streets as fast as it 
can, and houses that yesterday opened out 
upon the sidewalk, to-morrow will find the 
street on a level with their roofs. Other 
-pouses are left high in the air, and have to be 
approached by flights of steps. 

The springs, of course, have made the place 
by attracting thousands of visitors here every 
year; and these visiters differ from thcse at 
any other Amercau watering-place, for they 
include people of every grade of scciety. 
from the best tothe worst, the latter very 
lurgely predominating. Jay Gould was here 
a year or two ago, and he tickled the vanity 
of the Hot Springers byje ling them tere 
were only two cities in the couatry—New 
York and Hot Springs. Not knowing Mr. 
Gould as well as we know him in New York, 
they believed what he said. I notice, how- 
ever, that he was carefulto arrive here one 
day and leave the next. Sach a combination 
oivity ways and the habits ofthe backwoods 
it would be difficult to find anywhere eisé. 
You walk down the main street, past rows of 
very good stores, presenting quite a citified 
appearance. You turn & corner, and you are 
not oniv in the country but in a thick forest, 
oren the side of a mountain. The Hot 
Springs mountain, belonging to the govern- 
ment, is exactly as nature made it, except 
thata good graveled road has been made to 
the summit. On the highest — is a rickety 
wooden scaffolding calied “the observatory,”’ 
to which an’ admission fee of ‘‘two o'ts’ is 
charged, Most visitors are satisfied with a 
look atit from below, for it does not seem 
strong enough to withstand a puff of wind. 
Batthe labor of climbing up four or five 
shaky flights of stairs isamply repaid by a 
beantiful view from the top, not only of the 
whole city of Hot Springs, but of many miles 
of surrounding country. And the first thing 
that impresses most people who reach the 
piutform on top is the fact thatin the whole 
range of yision, miles and miles in extent, 
not 10 acres of cultivated Jand are visible. 
This accounts in part for the extortionate 
prices charged for ail sorts of farm produce. 
It is nothing but woods and mountains as far 
as you can see—woods of oak, chestnut, and 
hickory, all good timber, but generaily small. 
Nobody must expect to find anywhere a 
printed description that will give even an 
idea of the city of Hot Springs,for there is not 
one existence. It nas been described many 
times, and the accounts of it were no doubt 
accurate when they were written, but the 
place has grown and changed so rapidity that 
its whole character is altered. Three years 
ago it was alittle town of wooden shanties, 
liberally salted with log huts. Now,it is a 
flourishing young city. Two or three big fires 
have done the piace an immense amount of 
good. Now nobody is allowed to erect a frame 
building in the main streets, and brick and 
iron are used, 

The bath-houses are curious studies. The 
principal avenue runs north and south, and 
they monop9lize the eastern side of it, at the 
foot of the Hot Springs mountain. ‘Tnere are 
about a dezen of them owned by iniividuas 
but ali paying tribute to the government, 
Taey extend from the Arlington hojel dowo 
to the post office block, nearly a quarter ola 
mile. Even in their names are curiofis. Be- 
ginning at the top of the street, the first is 
the “New Rector.’’ I thought for some time 
that the place was so named because a hew 
recior is pretty sure to give satisfaction, and 
it was hoped that this bath-house would, 
But it is named after the old Rector tamily 
here, 2nd, being a new buiiding, is called the 
New Rector. Nextisthe “Big Iron.”’ It is 
built of iron, certain!y, but po stretch of the 
imagination could make it big. Its pame is 
derived from the spring over which it is 
built, and which is supposed to pussess pecu- 
liar properties. I-think- there is nothing in 
this. however, for the government built iarge 
brick reservoirs into which the water of ali 
the springs isrun. From these reservoirs all 
the bath-houses are supplied, and there is 
practically no differeuee. Other  bathing- 
houses are the Ozark, named after the ueigh- 
boring mounta‘ns; the Independent, the Pal- 
ace, the Old Hale, and the Rammelsburg, 
named af‘er its owner. This latter uses water 
from a magnesia spring, which is recom- 
menced in some cases, Up ia the New Rec- 
tor house, the superintendent in charge is no 
less a person than the mayor of the city, Mr. 
Theodore Frelinghuysen Linde, who also 
does a floarishing dental business; so he does 
notseem to be wasting his time. He isa 
live, go-ahead mayor, and deserves credit for 
whet he has done. In all the bath-hotses 
the visitor realizes at once tnat he is in 
Arkansaw, where the darkies believe that 
Massa Linkum’s proclamation emancipated 
them not only from servituve but from any 
further necessity to wield a scrubbing-brusi 
ora broom. Some of the buildings, notably 
the New Rector and the Palace, are pretty 
wooden struciures, nearly furnished. But 
there is not the air of cleanliness about any 
of them that there should ‘be, The routine 
for taking a bath is aboutthe same tn all of 
them. You are supposed firat of all to 
have a physician’s advice about bathing; but 
in the case of any person of ordinary strength 
this is not at all necessary. Locai traditions 
tell you how very powerful the waters are, 
aod how the first sensation on entering the 
tub is a gentie electric thrill, followed by a 
general feeling of elation. This is all boosh. 
The first feeling is that the bath tub is greasy 
and needs a good scrubbing. ‘Fhe sensations 
are exactly those of getting into a warm bath 
in your own house. If you go to a doctor he 
will tell you for $85, to take the water at a 
temperature of 98° to 100°, to stay in about 10 
rijutes and todrink,say 1 pint of the water 
while bathing. These directions he prites 
carefally out on a printed biank, you give the 
blank to your bathing attendant, he files it on 
aniron hook, and immediately forgets all 
aboutit. If yon don’t have a doctor’s direc- 
tions you soon find these things out for your- 
self. You have a comforiable little room to 
undress in, and immediately behind this 1s 
the room with thetub,in which some other 
fellow bathed 10 minutes ago, and for which 
two or three more are now wating in the par- 
lor. But you mustn’t mind alittle thing like 
that. There isa thermometer lying on the 
edge of the tub with which you can ascertain 
the temperature of the water; ifit is much 
over 108° you won’t need any thermometer 
to tell you to jump eut and let in-some cold 
water. There is asmall sand-glass, running 
three minutes. by which you measure the 
length ef yourstay inthe tub. After spend- 
ing 10 minutes orso in the water, you can, if 
you wish, orif your doctor direrts, go into 
what is called the ‘vapor,’ a close closet into 
which the stream is conducted. This is utter- 
ly without ventilation, is perfectly dark and
